Illinois and Missouri businessmen 
‘are rapidly overcoming the things” 
that have divided us for 100 years.

Department of Transportation 
(IDOT) told a group of about 300 
regional businessmen and ex- 
ecutives at the Collinsville Hilton, 
Thursday afternoon. 

Kramer praised the tremendous 
development potential in this area 
and said the area and its, plans for 
the future were “sufficiently im- 
pressive to. Governor (James) 
Thompson and the state of Illinois 
that IDOT in the next five years 
plans to invest more than $500 
million in Madison and St. Clair 
eounties alohe (on highway pro- 
jects),"’ Kramer said. 

‘Kramer noted the state is in- 
vesting in these counties because 
“there are few places in the United 
States that offer the advantages of 
this area.’’ He noted that this area 
“has long been one of the leading 

‘ trasnportation centers of the U.S. 
‘The aviation potential is great. By 
reinforcing our natural transporta- 
tion leadership, we can made this a 
more attractive place to do 
business.’’

Auto testing © 
bill advances

Madison, St. Clair, Cook and Lake 
counties residents were targeted by 
an auto exhaust testing bill approv- 
ed 7-0 Thursday by the Illinois 
Senate Transportation Committee 

The U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency two days earlier had cut 
off federal highway aid to the 
Chicago and Metro East areas, sub- 
ject to public hearings, unless car in- 
spections are conducted as a way of 
curbing metropolitan area air pollu- 
tion, 

Because of the hearings, the fund 
cutoff cannot start until at least 
August. It would affect, among other 
projects, Alton Beltline and In- 
terstate 255 construction 

AUTOS REGISTERED in 
designated counties would be sub- 
ject to emission tests as of Jan. 1, 
1986. More than ‘three million 
vehicles would be affected. 

The Illilnois Environmental Coun- 
cil said the legislation is flawed 
because it would place enforcement

Cashman, White to 
hear assessment, 2 
misconduct issues 


The stage is set for removal of 
Keith Jensen as special prosecutor 
of ‘sment matters in Madison 
County. But Circuit Judge Dennis 
Cashman of Quincy will conduct a 
hearing May 9 in Edwardsville to 
make sure everyone affected has 
had a chance to be heard. 

State’s Attorney Don W. Weber 
(represented by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Marshall ‘Zeke’ Smith) 
and Circuit Judge P.J. O'Neill have 
agreed, after negotiations, to the 
idea of a new special prosecutor 
from outside the county. He is to be 
chosen by Cashman. 

Jensen was a Weber assistant un- 
til March 27, the day before he was 
named to the special post. He did not 
take part in the negotiations. 

Jensen has filed an affidavit alleg- 
ing that Weber injected politics into 
the assessment case by telling 
Jensen to obtain indictments before 
the primary election and then on a 
day that a special grand jury in- 
vestigation of Weber was to resume. 

The special jury later indicted 
Weber for the alleged political 
pressure on his aide. It found insuffi- 
cient merit in criticisms of Weber 
submitted by a St, Clair County 
lawyer, Weber and his wife are su- 
ing the lawyer, Amiel Cueto. 

Cleared of everything except the 
conduct related to Jensen, which is 
yet to be adjudicated, Weber is con- 
tinuing in office but handling ad- 
ministrative duties and assigning all 
prosecuting tasks to his assistants. 

The county investigation of assess- 
ment practices was launched in con- 
junction with probes by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and Illinois 
Division of Criminal Investigcation. 

Judge Cashman is serving 
because of objections by Weber to 
St. Clair County Circuit Judge 
Stephen Kernan. 

Circuit Judge Howard L. White of 
Jerseyville has been assigned to 
preside in matters relating to the 
misconduct allegations against 
Weber. White has not yet set a hear- 
ing, but one of his first tasks is ex- 
pected to be action of some sort on 
Weber's motion for disrhissal.

We'd 
have skyscrapers on the east side of the river as 
well as the west side.'’—Missouri developer. 

That was an example of the informal comments 
made at a regional luncheon Thursday afternoon. 
Perhaps the talk around the lunch tables was as in- 
teresting as the formal program at the gathering of 
Missouri and Ilinois executives in the Collinsville 
Hilton Thursday afternoon.

Missouri businessmen were very outspoken about 
the deficiencies of this area and its inability of at- 
tract Missouri businesses.

Opposes tax assistance to private schools 


To the Editor 

Nothing is more fundamental to 
this country’s spirit than our belief 
that the better we educate all our 
citizens, the stronger our nation will 
be. Upon this principle, we have 
built a system of public education 
that seeks to educate our children 
regrdless of race, creed, color, abili- 
ty, economic and social background 
— to the extent their talents permit 

Moreover, the state of Illinois 
owes much of its comparative 
economic stability to a public school 
system which helps make the state a 
desirable location for business and 
industry 

Yet, despite all this, today we face 
a continuing decline in the state's 
commitment to it public schools — 
while, at the same time, millions of 
tax dollars are flowing to nonpublic 
elementary and secondary schools, 
85 percent of which are religious in 
nature. This diversion of tax dollars 
to the private sector occurs even 
though federal and state courts have 
often disallowed public financial 
assistance to these institutions on 
constitutional grounds. 

This raises a serious question: Is 
the state supporting parochial and 
private schools at the expense of our 
public schools? We think the answer 
is yes. 

At a time when the entire nation is 
recognizing the importance of its 
public schools, and is crying out for 
improvement of the quality of 
education they offer, Illinois’ public 


school system is faced with a budget 
appropriation which does not begin 
to address the real needs of our 
children. Yet, private schools in Il- 
linois may receive millions of public 
dollars, this year alone, for busing. 
We feel that this is a misuse for 
public tax dollars. 

Private and parochial schools play 
a vital role in our society; adding 
diversity and choice to our culture. 
But, to state what should be obvious, 
private schools are private. Con- 
sider this analogy: imagine that you 
belong to a community pool for 
which you pay a maintenance and 
upgrade fee. If you decide to build 
your own private pool, that is your 
right and privilege. But you wouldn’t 
xpect your neighors to chip in finan- 
cially — and you certainly wouldn’t 
expect the state to compel them to 
do.so. That’s the nature of private 
ownership: private dollars, private 
pool. Private dollars, .private 
schools — public dollars, public 
schools. 

To carry the analogy further, your 
private pool would not be required to 
meet the same health and safety 
standards as a public pool — nor 
would you be required to admit 
anyone who wanted to use it. 

When applied to private schools, 
this raises a serious point: private 
schools are not required to be ac- 
countable to the state in many areas. 
This means that it is unclear exactly 
how many private and parochial 
schools exist, how many students at- 


tend those schools, whether the 
same health and safety standards 
required of public schools are met, 
how qualified teaching personnel 
are, or whether the curriculum is of 
the same scope as that offered in the 
public schools. 

As a first step in its consideration 
of using public money for private 
school busing, we believe the state 
must register and monitor all non- 
public schools. Without adequate 
data, the General Assembly cannot 
vote fairly on a bill that would pro- 
vide millions of dollars from the 
public school budget for private 
school busing. Such data would at 
jeast provide a basis upon which 
lawmakers could weigh the claims 
of private schools against the 
critical need of the public schools for 
revenue to protect and improve pro- 
grams that are in jeopardy. 

Strong public schools make a 
strong America, and quality public 
education is the cornerstone of a pro- 
sperous and growing Illinois. We 
cannot continue to discuss attracting 
new industry to Illinois, preparing 
for future technology, or becoming a 
leader among states without first 
and foremost making adequate sup- 
port of public education our number 
one priority.

Some legal rules for home buying 


The question often arises as to what duty the 


- seller of a home owes to a potential buyer with 


regard to disclosing defects in the home. Let's take 
the example of a home which has a leaky roof. One 
can envision several possible situations here. For 
instance, the seller may be aware of the defect but 
feel it has been repaired, or the seller may be aware 
of the defect and realize that it still exists. 

If the seller of a home is aware of a defect in the 
premises but fails to disclose it to the buyer, the 
buyer can in turn.bring an action against the seller 
for fraud. Fraud involves an intent to deceive or a 
plan or scheme to practice deception. The more dif- 
ficult case exists where the seller is aware of a 
former defect but feels it has been remedied. Here 
the courts would generally say that if there was no 
intent to deceive, the buyer cannot recover any 
damages even though the buyer obiously would 
have the added expense of repairing the roof. 

One must also ask what the duty of a real estate 
agent who shows the home is in this situation. Some 
courts make a distinction between the real estate 
agent and the seller. Certainly the agent has no duty 
to discover hidden defects in a home and disclose 
them to the buyer. However, once a real estate 
agent is aware of defects, he has a duty to disclose

A recent case in Illinois involved a buyer who 
stood in water in the basemnt prior to purchasing 
the home and then brought an action based on fraud 
against the seller and the real estate agent 
Needless to say, if the potential buyer is aware of 
the defects and chooses to purchase the home 
anyway, there is no cause of action under Illinois 
law. The best course of action for a buyer to take 
when purchasing a home is to view the premises ex- 
tensively himself and also to ask numerous ques- 
tions both of the real estate agent and the seller. One 
should also attempt to get written assurances in the 
contract itself that no defects exist in the home.

Hospice staff. Staff members in- 
clude professional volunteers such 
as nurses, and clergy. Non- 
professional volunteers also help by 
providing light housekeeping, 
transportation or companionship. 

ONE SUCH volunteer is Marie 
Robins of Granite City, who has been 
with the local program for almost a 
year. ‘I am assigned to a Hospice 
patient and my job is to go into the 
home and do whatever I can to make 
the patient comfortable — whether it 
be giving baths or just holding his or 
her hand,” she said. ‘‘I find it rewar- 
ding because | can help make it 
possible for the patient to stay at 
home, in familiar surroundings." 

;Another local volunteer, Roy 
McGee of Granite City, has more of 
a management type position with 
the organization. “I interview pro- 
spective volunteers for the program 
and decide if these people are 
sincerely interested in helping 
others and if the; 
available to give," 

“Tstarted with the program when 
it was first formed in Madison Coun- 
ty in 1979. I thought it sounded like a 
wonderful way to help others. But 
the really wonderful part of the pro- 
gram is that it helps me too. 

“I THINK that the program has 
made me more aware of the in- 
evitability of death, but I’m not 
afraid. I feel I'm better qualified to 
handle a situation involving death 
now.” 

Mark Kapilla, a staff nurse with 
the program, said his experiences as 
a nurse made him acutely aware of 
the need for a program such as 
Hospice. ‘As a nurse, | saw many, 


terminal patients being hospitalized 
who could have lived their last days 
at home, if they just had a little help. 
It’s so-much better to allow them to 
be at home, with their families."" 

Kapilla said it is his strong 
religious conviction that allows him 
to “handle’’ the emotional strain of 
his job. ‘It only bothers me to see 
people die if they don’t know that 
Jesus Christ is their saviour. 

“I LOVE MY job because | am 
helping these people to enjoy their 
last days. By controlling their pain 
with drugs, we are able to take the 
focus of their life off pain and put the 
focus onto enjoying life."’ 

Mrs. Lindner-Brown said that, 
although dealing with the patients 
might not be something everyone 
can do, she said anyone who is will- 
ing to help can find a place in the 
program. ‘We have a couple work- 
ing in the program who run errands 
for the families because the wife just 
wasn't able to handle a one-to-one 
comfrontation with the patients. But 
the important thing is that the cou- 
ple is helping — they are doing a real 
service to the families.” 

Mrs. Lindner-Brown said she 
became involved in the program 
because she lost five people to 
cancer in three years. ‘‘I didn’t know 
what I could do, but I knew I had to 
do something. So I saw a note about 
a Hospice group meeting and I said 
Hospice, what is that? But I went to 
the meeting and it really helped me 
I think anyone needing help 
shouldn't be afraid to admit it.” 
volunteer who became interested in 
the program because of cancer 
deaths in her family is Julia Courtois 
of Venice. Mrs. Courtois works as a 
nurse in the oncology unit when she 
isn't volunteering for Hospice. 

“| have always had an interest in 
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cancer patients, but my work with 

Hospice has been the most fulfilling a 
of all,” she said. “It may sound 
strange, but a volunteer can really 
benefit from the program more than 
the patient can. 

“To me it’s a real success story 
when a patient gets to die at home — 
when they get their wish. Hospice 
also allows family members to get 
really close to the patient again."” 

ACCORDING TO Mrs. Lindner- 
Brown, Hospice's involvement does 
not end with the patient's death. “I 
call on families — sometimes up toa 
year later just to make sure 
everything is okay she said 
Hospice also has a social group call- 
ed Lost and Found, which takes 
single partners to dinner parties, 
theater groups and weekend trips. 

Hospice is a community-based, 
not-for-profit agency. It is supported 
by St. Elizabeth Medical Center, 
grants, private donations and third- 
party reimbursements.

At the 
Arc, which afforded a view of 
African buffalo at a stream, guests 
could be awakened at their request 
by a buzzer in the middle of the night 
to see a special bird or animal that 
had happened to come near. 

Despite crossing the Equator, the 
travelers found most mornings and 
evenings cool, At the River Lodge in 
the Samburu Game Reserve, a 
swimming pool was separated by a 
rock wall from a riverfrequented by 
15-foot-long crocodiles. Flowers 
were everywhere. 

Turkana warriors danced in a 
makeshift theater. A tape was 
played at Prather of the music they 
created. Baboons were seen and 
there were umbrella-like trees 
whose top was eaten by giraffes 
while other animals fed on the lower 
part. 

Lions fed on anything they could 
kill, including zebras: The Mount 
Kenya Safari Club, with William 
Holden’s African learning center, 
had bungalows, English lawn bow!- 
ing and dinners requiring coats and 
ties. Robertson Falls impressed the

It has been a brutal high school 
basebal ‘on, what with the many 
rain’ delays and cancelled games 
here in southwestern Illinois.

Take this little bit of comedy 

routine: in the second frame of the 
first game, the Warriors had a 
chance to really bust the game wide 
open. After one out, catcher Jim 
Mouldon singled to right, Greg 
Ehlers singled down the same line 
and, after the bases were loaded 
when Terry Rujawitz was safe on 
the Orphans’ shortstop’s error scor- 
ing Mouldron, Scott Grote hit into 
the oddest double-play of this or any 
other season. 
, Grote blasted a 3-and-2 pitch back 
to the Centralia pitcher on the 
mound and Ehlers was caught at- 
tempting to score, for the second 
out. In the run-down, Grote strayed 
off of first and the visitors’ catcher, 
Rod Barrow, pegged behind the run- 
ner and the double-play was com- 
pleted. ‘ 

Coach Stegemeier was just a little 
bit annoyed, to say the least. But, 
really, it was one of those things thet 
can only happen in baseball. 

But, topping that for bad breaks 
for the Warriors was the bizzare 
fielding gem pulled off by Centralia 
in the bottom of the Granite City’s 
third frame, With two outs and the 
score tied, 1-1, Granite City’s second 
baseman, Randy Thurman, drew a 
walk. Gerry Booker, next up, also 
was walker. 

Next up for Granite City was the 
Warriors’ top hitter, Randy 
Burgess, with an.astromonical .530 
batting average at that time and in 


the lineup as his team’s designated 
hitter. Jay Brannon, ace of the Cen-

Accuracy will improve your catch

Recently | have had a problem 
with one eye, which has effected my 
casting ability. In order to overcome 
this obstacle I been practicing 
casting in my back yard 


As a result it occured to me, to 
become an above average bass 
fisherman, especially with a 
spinner-bait, you must be able to 
cast accurately 

The reason is obvious. A bass is 

asicly object oriented. This 
especially true of the bass you are 
likely to catch with a spinnerbait 
They rely on some object, a rock 
brushpile. or a stump. to provide an 
ambush point. If you can't cast ac 
curately enough to hit your 
where you are supposed to. 
simply are not going to cz 
many fish as the guy who h 
ticed until he can cast accurately 


In my opinion, for the best ac 
curacy and lure retrieve with a spin 
nerbait, the casting reel is the only 
way to go. There are a variety of 
casting reels available today, that 
are smaller and lighter yet still pack 
plenty of power as compared to reels 
of several years ago 

Another important selection is a 
good spinnerbait rod. This will help 
you develop the consistancy re. 
quired to cast accurately time after 
time. : 

In selecting 4 rod, I prefer a 
graphite or boron rod that is 5-feet 
6-inches long and has a medium tip 
action. | prefer this length because 
the rod is just shorter than myself, 
which gives me more control over 
lure accuracy and preser 

The important thing ir 
rod and reel is they feel comfortable 
for you to use. the store 
manager if you them out 


before you make your’ selection.

SECTION 19: Signal Quality Requirements. The com- 
pany shall meet all requirements as set forth by FCC

SECTION 32: Severability. If any section, subsection, 
sentence, clause, phrase or any portion of this Ordinance 
is for any reason held invalid or unconstitutional by any 
court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be 
deemed a separate, distinct, and independent provision 
and such holding shall not affect the validity of the re- 
maining portions thereof.
